will take to the polls for the 
State Primary; residents in In- 
dian Orchard will vote for 9"

ed primaries, with two Ludlow 
names on the ballot. 

The ballot for 9 Hampden 
District State Rep., which in- 
cludes the Indian Orchard sec- 
tion of Springfield, will feature 
Democratic candidates Sean 
Mullan, Denise Hurst and Or- 
lando Ramos, all from Spring- 
field. Since there are no Repub- 
lican candidates, the winner 
of Tuesday’s primary will also 
win the seat, ahead of the No- 
vember elections. 

In the 7th Hampden Dis- 


trict, which represents Ludlow, 
Ludlow School Committee 
members Jacob Oliveira and 
James “Chip” Harrington are 
both running, but won’t face 
off at the polls until Novem- 
ber — Harrington is running as 
a Republican and Oliveira as a 
Democrat. 

Sen. Eric Lesser (D-Long- 
meadow) is running unop- 
posed for reelection to the State 
Senate, representing the First 
Hampden and Hampshire Dis- 
trict. 

Incumbent Senator Edward 
J. Markey (D-MA) is running 
against State Rep. Joseph P. 
Kennedy, IIf (D-Newton) for 
a seat representing Massachu- 
setts in the U.S. Senate. On 
the Republican side, primary 
candidates for U.S. Senator are 
Shiva Ayyadurai and Kevin J. 
O’Connor. 

In Congress, Rep. Richard 


Neal (D-Springfield) will be 
challenged by Holyoke Mayor 
and Democrat Alex B. Morse. 

There will be two Demo- 
cratic candidates on the bal- 
lot for Register of Probate in 
Hampden County: Bob Colla- 
more and Rosemary A. Sacco- 
mani. 

The last day to apply for an 
Absentee or Early Vote Ballot 
by mail in Ludlow before the 
State Primary is Wednesday, 
Aug. 26 at 5 p.m. 

The last day to apply in-per- 
son for an absentee ballot be- 
fore the Primary is Monday, 
Aug. 31 at 12 p.m.

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Debate shows 
aggressive 
race between 
Morse, Neal

SPRINGFIELD —- In a 
showing of how ugly a pri- 
mary race has gotten, Holy- 
oke Mayor Alex Morse faced 
off against U.S. Rep. Richard 
Neal, D-Massachusetts, in a 
debate broadcast on NBC last 
Thursday night. 

The moderator in the de- 
bate did not pull any punches, 
attacking many of the promi- 
nent issues that have been in 
the media during the past sev- 
eral weeks. 

In that period of time, 
Morse has viciously attacked 
Neal’s “Washington high-life” 
and stated that the high-rank- 
ing representative is funded by 
too many corporate donors and 
is out of touch with the needs 
of his district. 

Neal has countered, alleg- 
ing Morse has a poor record 
as a School Committee chair 
in Holyoke, and lacks progres- 
sion in many aspects as may- 
or of the city for the past nine 
years. 

Neal also spoke openly and 
directly in this debate and one 
held last Monday about the 
allegations that his campaign 
tried to sabotage Morse’s can- 
didacy by leaking a letter from 
College Democrats of Massa- 
chusetts that state Morse was 
involved in sexual relation- 
ships with male students at 
the University of Massachu- 
setts-Amherst. At the time, 
Morse was a part-time lecturer 
at the school. 

Neal categorically denied 
he or his campaign had any- 
thing to do with the story leak- 
ing just three weeks from the 
primary, while Morse coun- 
tered simply by saying the tim- 
ing was suspect, but could not 
offer any other proof beyond 
the timing and a rumor of a 
particular individual trying to 
curry favor from Neal’s camp. 

That question led off the 
debate, and from there, the 
two candidates sparred hard on 
several issues, including a bat- 
tle over the CARES act and the 
fact Morse opposed it. 

Neal chided Morse for 
his attack of the CARES act, 
saying it brought millions of 
dollars to Western Massachu- 
setts and saved many jobs, 
including jobs right Morse’s 
home city of Holyoke. He said 
Morse would have been one of 
only five legislators to oppose 
the act. Morse said the CARES 
act did not go far enough. 
Morse attacked Neal’s opposi- 
tion of the Green New Deal, an

s a result of the coronavirus 
pandemic, many people are 
finding themselves working 


from home-—with very little notice to 
prepare. Some without a dedicated 
home office are using coffee tables, 
recliners, kitchen tables and counters, 
and any number of other surfaces and 
locations as makeshift workspaces. 
Many workers forced to go remote are 
working on laptops. Here are the top 
three suggestions for making a home 
workstation work with your laptop: 
Pick a spot. If you do not have 
a regular desk at home, working at a 
kitchen table is generally much better 
than sitting on a couch with your laptop 
on your lap. 
Adjust your seat. For those without 
an ergonomic chair, use a seat wedge 
to help maintain better posture. Sitting 
on the wedge makes you tilt your thighs 
forward and down, which causes you to 
arch your back and sit up straighter. 

The 
kitchen table is often too low for the 
laptop screen, so place large coffee 
table books or reams of copy paper 
underneath to raise the laptop in a 
stable way so that you do not have to 
raise your hands uncomfortably up, or 
bend your head uncomfortably down. 
Create a DIY sit/stand 
station. The popularity of standing 
desks has increased significantly over 
the past several years. You can create 
your own standing desk at home by 
simply working at a raised kitchen 
counter, for example, but be sure that 


the height of the counter does not cause 


you to bend your elbows too much. 
You should be able to comfortably 
reach your keyboard with elbows bent 
at about a 90-degree angle. 

As it turns out, every seated 
workstation, even a makeshift one, can 
be a sit/stand station, according to Drs. 
Donkin and Bautch. All you need to do 
is simply stand up every 20 minutes or 
so and take a break that includes some 
stretching and movement. Here is an 
example: 


Stand up and move your legs up and 


down like you are walking in place. 
Look at an object that is more than 

20 feet away for about 20 seconds. 
Gently shake your hands wrists and 


elbows for a few seconds while you are 


also gently rolling your shoulders up, 
back, and down. 

Take a slow, deep breath in to 
improve your posture and smile, then 
slowly exhale. 

Sit down, refreshed, in a good 
posture. You are ready to get back to 
work!

aggressive environmental act proposed by 
some Democratic House members. Morse 
claimed Neal is opposed to the Green 
New Deal because Neal’s campaign is 
heavily supported by fossil fuel compa- 
nies.

on the stalks and even within the heads. 
“The markings on this caterpillar really 
stand out! What is it and how can I treat it?” 

Sounds to me as if the cross-striped cab- 
bageworm is visiting your broccoli patch. 
This pest tends to make an appearance late in 
the season. You are right; the larvae really do 
stand out, especially on your plate! They are 
three-quarter of an inch in length and have 
characteristic black and yellow stripes that 
run along each side of their body. Young foli- 
age can be riddled with holes and buds can 
be eaten as well. When mature, the larvae 
drop from the plant to the soil and pupate in 
a tight cocoon enmeshed in sand. The adult 
moth is yellowish brown, with a wingspan of 
about an inch. Its forewings are marked with 
brown zig zags while its paler hind wings 
have five or six spots on them. Eggs are laid 
in masses on the foliage; when the weather is 
warm they hatch in less than a week. 

The cross-striped cabbageworm as well 
as other caterpillars that attack broccoli and 
its relatives can be effectively and safely con- 
trolled using one of the Bacillus thuringiensis 
(B.t.) products. B.t. is a microbial insecticide 
that produces protein crystals toxic to some 
insects but is safe for all mammals, birds and 
fish. Follow the directions on the package 
carefully and time your application for when 
it will be most effective. Caterpillars can also 
be hand-picked. 

This same gardener was concerned that 
two branches on her lilac bushes were badly 
wilted. “I cut the branches back because they 
looked so terrible. Did I do the right thing? 
What caused this to happen and what can I 
do to prevent it from happening again?” 

Without actually seeing your lilac bush, 
it sounds to me like you did the right thing. 
Read on to learn about the pest I believe to 
be responsible. Female clearwing moths are 
very destructive, especially considering they 
only live a week! They lay up to 400 eggs 
in the nooks and crannies of lilac bark.The 
resulting larvae go by the name of lilac bor- 
ers, and just as their name suggests, they bore 
into branches and cause them to wilt. One 
telltale sign is frass, a sawdust-like excre- 
ment that pours out the entry hole. Borers 
spend the winter in these tunnels and will 
exit through a hole just above the first come 
spring. 

Careful pruning is the first means of 
control. Cut off the infected branch past the 
entry hole and destroy it. Then, improve 
your cultural practices. Water your bushes 
in times of drought (this year for sure has 
been droughty), and be careful not to injure 
them with mowers or weed whackers. Lime 
regularly to keep pH at an optimal level. 
Insecticides are used as a last result, and tim- 
ing is tricky at best.

What will my wife's benefit be if I die?

Dear Rusty: I am 76-years-old and 
began collecting Social Security when I 
retired at the age of 62. My wite also began 
collecting when she turned 62 based on my 
benefits. She did not work enough to quali- 
fy on her own for Social Security benefits. 
My question is, how much will my wife 
receive after my death? Will she receive 
what I receive now, or will it be a percent- 
age of the total that we both receive? Or 
will it be based on just my benefits alone or 
some other formula? Signed: An Inquisitive 
Senior 

Dear Inquisitive: Your wife’s survivor 
benefit as your widow will be based upon 
your Social Security benefit alone. Usually 
a surviving spouse receives the same 
amount the deceased spouse was receiving 
at death, if that is more than the survivor 
is already receiving, and if the survivor has 
reached their full retirement age. However, 
in your case, if you should predecease your 
wife there’s a special rule which may bene- 
fit her because you claimed your benefit at 
age 62. 

That rule says that because you 
claimed before your full retirement age 
(FRA), your wife’s benefit as your survi- 
vor should be at least 82.5% of the benefit 
you were entitled to at your full retirement 
age (66), even though you actually claimed 
at age 62. And because your benefit was 
reduced by 25% when you took it at age 
62, your wife’s benefit as your widow may 
actually be more than you are receiving 


when you pass. This special rule is known 
as the “widow limit,’ which stipulates that 
a surviving spouse is entitled to the greater 
of what the deceased was receiving while 
alive, or 82.5% of the deceased’s “primary 
insurance amount” or “PIA,” which is the 
amount due at full retirement age. 

Here’s an example: If your FRA ben- 
efit amount was $1,500/month, then your 
age 62 amount when you claimed was 
$1,125. But due to the special rule, your 
wife would get $1,238 (82.5% of $1,500) 
instead of the reduced $1,125 amount. Of 
course, this example doesn’t reflect the 
COLA (cost of living) increases which 
would have been applied to your bene- 
fit over the years, but as your widow and 
because you claimed before your full retire- 
ment age, your wife would be entitled to at 
least 82.5% of your PIA if that 1s more than 
the actual amount you were receiving when 
you passed.

Wilbon, who was off duty 
from her job as a communica- 
tions dispatcher for the Spring- 
field Technical Community Col- 
lege campus police department, 
briskly walked to the parking lot 
after she heard someone needed 
help.

“When I was cashing out, 
another teller came in and stated 
they were performing CPR on 
a gentleman outside, and that’s 
when I went out to see what was 
going on and to see what kind of 
help was needed,” said Wilbon, a 
lifelong Springfield resident who 
lives in Indian Orchard. 

A bystander was giving chest 
compressions to a man on the 
ground. Wilbon stepped in to 
assist. “It is pretty tiring, so I 
offered to the gentlemen that if 
he needed for me to take over, I 
was available to do that,’ Wilbon 
said. 

Wibon could tell the man 
was in bad shape. She is trained

She worked as 
a communications supervisor 
for the AMR ambulance service 
for 17 years before coming to 
STCC. 

“T’ve never been put in that 
predicament, but I felt the need 
to act at that time. There were 
numerous times when I[ had to 
give instructions on how to give 
CPR over the phone but noth- 
ing like this has ever happened 
in person,” she said. “He was 
bleeding from his head, and he 
was unresponsive and turning 
blue.” 

Wilbon said her response 
was automatic, but she 
felt numb afterward. 

“T couldn’t believe 
I did it, but somebody 
needed help so au- 
tomatically I felt the 
need to go over and 
assist,” she said. 

Wilbon heard that 
the man was breathing 
as he was transported 


to the hospital. 
After the ambu- 
lance pulled away, 


Wilbon went to her car 
to get hand sanitizer, 
returned to the store to 
pay for her groceries, 
and then went home. 
“Tt wasn’t expect- 
ed, but you’ve got to 
do what you’ve got 
to do,’ Wilbon said.

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Agreement reached to bring back high school sports

REGION — Under a joint 
plan from the Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic Associ- 
ation and the Department of EIl- 
ementary and Secondary Educa- 
tion, there will be a high school 
sports season this school year. 

In fact, there will be four. 
The MIAA Board of Directors 
agreed to add a fourth “floating” 
or “bubble” season that could 
encompass sports that are not 
able to be played during the fall 
or winter seasons. The floating 
season 1s supposed to take place 
mainly during March 2021, and 
will feature football as the most 
prominent sport being played 
during that time. 

However, under the official 
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baseball

vote, the final dates for the final 
three seasons will be determined 
at a later date by the MIAA. 

The fall season will begin on 
Sept. 18. The MIAA had at first, 
postponed the fall preseason to 
Sept. 14, but when school was 
postponed, the MIAA wanted to 
allow school to begin before al- 
lowing extracurricular activities. 

Under the proposal, golf, 
cross country, field hockey, 
gymnastics, girls volleyball, and 
soccer will be allowed to play 
and have full contests under 
special guidelines that would 
take into account safe practic- 
es, social distancing and limited 
contact. 

Football, at this time, would 
involve too much contact and 
this the sport will be limited to 
just practice only, along with 





cheerleading, and unified bas- 
ketball, a sport that recently be- 
gan playing in the fall season. 

The winter season would 
consist currently of the typical 
winter sports offered, like swim- 
ming, basketball, hockey, wres- 
tling, and indoor track. Howev- 
er, if the pandemic continues to 
dictate restrictions, it’s possible 
the higher contact sports, like 
basketball and hockey, could e1- 
ther be postponed or pushed to 
the floating season. 

The EEA, the Executive 
Office of Energy and Environ- 
mental Affairs, 1s currently is- 
suing the guidance for the var- 
ious sports. The sports that are 
deemed a more moderate risk, 
will have make changes to the 
way games are played in order 
to be allowed to play.

Most of the changes are 
made in order to help with so- 
cial distancing or to significant- 
ly limit contact. 

The most adversely affected 
sport could be soccer, as contact 
is close and while not as direct 
as football, does involve a mod- 
erate level of contact where two 
or three people are close to one 
another. 

Another group that could 
be playing sports in the float- 
ing season are schools that do 
not participate in fall or winter 
sports due to their individual 
district going with remote learn- 
ing. School Committees will 
have to vote on whether their 
high schools will be allowed 
to participate in interscholastic 
sports while they are in full re- 
mote learning. Holyoke, Spring- 


field, Longmeadow, and East 
Longmeadow are among. the 
districts that have voted to go 
fully remote in Western Massa- 
chusetts. 

Other schools that stand to 
risk losing seasons are those 
classified in the red category 
under the governor’s risk map 
for COVID. Right now, South 
Hadley is the only Western 
Massachusetts town currently in 
the red category. Holyoke and 
Granby were previously in the 
red, but were removed from that 
designation last Wednesday. 

The MIAA plans to keep 
a close watch on data and fre- 
quently evaluate the _ situa- 
tion, including if and when a 
vaccine 1s made available for 
COVID-19, allowing sports play 
to resume normally.
